Relations between Great Britain and the Go- 
verament of Burmah have long heen of a most 
unsatisfactory nature, Indeed itis well nigh, if 
not wholly, impossible to ve on terms of sacia- 
bility with such a brute of a neighbour as King 
Theebaw—a despotic filthy voluptuaty, steeped 
in blood, intoxicated with brahdy, and wallowing 
in vile debatchery—a murderer and fratricide, 
Under no circunnstances can he be a pleasant 
companion or correspondent; and he has lang 


kept the Government of India trembling on the 


very verge of forbearance, Relations just, now 
are particularly strained, Mr. Beroard, the Chief 
Commissioner of British Burniab, acting under 
the instiactions of the Viceray and Goverior- 
General, of India in’ Gouncil, has addressed 
a remonstrance to the Minister for ‘Foreigt 
Affairs, at Mandalay, en the subject of mono- 
polies pranted for sundiy qaticles of trade he. 
ween Unitish Burmah and tae King's dominions. 
Twice already--in Fehrusiy, and) again. in 
seplember i had the Commissioner repre: 
sented that the policy of granting trade monopo- 
lies, if persevered in, would do geeat injury to the 
commerce between the two countries, and that 
such monopolics were contrary to the treaty of 
3867. Mr Bernard now says “In reply to the 
representations of Febraaiy, your Excellency in- 
formed me that nothing had been done caleulated 
to dupresstrade, or to be inconsistent with the 
terms of the treaty. Aad last month, in reply to 
sMonstrance of september, your Excellency 
J me to your previous answer of the 26th 
, saying that you had nothing further to say 
in addition thereto.” But the Governor-General 
has something further to say. © When Lond Ripon 
went te Rangoon, he enquired: carefully into the 
question of these monopolies, and received me- 
norals on the matter from the Rangoon Cham- 
ber of Commerce and from representative mer- 
chants who are cngaged or interested in the 
Mandalay trade. He found that, since Mr, 
Bernard's leter of september list, the Govern- 
ment of the King have granted monopolies for 
many other articles of trade... He found that the 
establishment of such monopolies. had ‘already 
done much harm, and will probably do much more 
harin, to the commerce between the two countries. 
The merchants of Rangoonand othertowns in Brie 
tish Burinah, whether British, Chinese, Moslem or 
Burman, represent that, ifthe monopolies continue, 
trade With Maridalay will come to an absolute 
standstill, and will thus cause scrious loss if not 
suffering to the traders of the two countries. 
Therefore the Viceroy directs his representative 
to state, as forcibly ashe can, that it is certainly 
no longer possible to say that the monopoly 
policy does‘not injure trade. In the reign of the 
ate King monopolies were occasionally granted ; 
but, upon representation being made, were un- 
usually modified, During the first two years of 
the present reign there were no monopolics, 
trade was unrestricted, and the commerce be- 
tween the two countries increased greatly an 

Now the memorials and assyrances of 
the merchants, as well-as the actual statistics of 
trade with Upper Buinah during the last few 
months, make it very clear that the coms 
merce between the two countries has de- 
creased, and will, if the monopolies continue, 
suffer much further inj The Governor- 
General in Council is willing to believe. that 
the' King of Ava’s Government desires to re- 
miin on friendly terms with that of England, 
and to promote the benefit of Joth countries by 
mutual commerce; but the very reverse is in- 
dicated by the recent course persistently pursucd, 
If the King continues the policy of printing 
monopolies, the Viceroy will be compelled to 
regard the Government of Mandalay as indifferent 
to the maintenance of good relations. ‘The 
Governor-General disclaims any wish to inter- 
fere in the internal affairs, fiscal or other, of 
Upper Burmah, “He desires to. cultivate 
and to increase the: friendship which has 
in past time existed, between ‘the two coun- 
tries ; but he cannot but look upon the 
continuance of a commercial policy such as 
has been ‘adopted at Mandalay during the last 
few months, as an indication of a disregard on 
the part of the Government of the King of Ava 


-oftheir dutics towards a friendly Government.” 


And, finally, he intimates that the advisers ofhis 
Majesty will be responsible for any diminution of 
friendship between the-two countries resulting 
from adherence to existing abuses, ‘This is, in- 


“decd, a very serious warning. Tt remains to be 


seen how it will be accepted by the Monarch ; 
and if, as is very probable, the Jattcr shotild dis- 
regard jt, what steps will be takea by the Indian 
authoriti¢s to render him sensible of the disad- 
vantages which would acerue to himself from the 
loss of Great Britain's “ friendship.” 

It is not impossible thatthe ‘unworthy sove- 
reign may experience a rational interval durini: 
which he can recognize ‘his. position and yicld 
to the pressure which is being put upon him in 
the bests interests of his rule and his. country, 
Or he may unwittingly solve the difficulty in an- 
other way, Says the réend of India :—"Grave 
rumours have been in circulation as to the events 
that have lately been passing at the court of Man- 
dalay. Reports have been afloat to the effect 
that Thecbaw was mad, that he was dying, thathe 
wasdead, Hceis now said to be recovering from his 
illness, and that,-as, well as the madness, is, there 
can be litte doubt, the simple result of his ex- 
cesses, and his condition has, we believe, been so 
scrious for some time that there need be little 
surprise if the worst—some would prefer to say 
the best-of the reports were shortly to be ‘con- 
firmed, In fact, the death or the deposition 
(words whi¢h'in this case’are, perhaps, nearly 
synonymous) of Thecbaw, seems to offer the 
likeliest solution of the present difficulty in 
respect of our relations with Burmab, There 
is not much yse in speculating as to what might 
be the immediate result of his death ; but it is-at 
least probable that n change of Government

DARING ATTEMPINAT ESCAPE,

account of a desperate struggle to escape made, 
by the New Caledonia cseapés in’ the police.

The eight escaped convicts from New Caledo- 
nia —Jean Vierre Murry, Jean Marcelini Lescha- 
nel, Vrosper Guilemard,. Eugene Legrin, Jean 
Honils; Jacques savory, Christophe Onegaine 
(Frenchmen), and Vincenzo Balbi (Iti aan), were 
brought up on remand, charged on suspicion of 
having escaped from New Caledonla, being at 
the time in the legal custody of the French au- 
thorities. Mr J. Keane, from the Crown solici- 
tor's office, sppeared lo proseente, and Mr-sv 
wick appeared 
with information received from New Caledonia, 
wanrants under the hand and scal of sir, Arthur 
Kennedy had been prepared forthe arrest of 
each of the prisoners, charging tiem with having 
escaped from the lena custody of Uae French ate 
thorities at New Caledonia while undergoing 
terms of imprisonment, and calling upon them to 
show cause why they should not be sent back to 
that place, ‘The prisoners were led up from the 
cells situated bn the right-hand side ofthe police.

affair, made with’ ordinary half-inch boards, . 


and fastened with an iron bolt. live ofthe des- 
perate men, intluned, no doubt, with the hope 
of liberty, inspired by their counsel's suggestions, 
and knowing what fate awaited them if returned, 
to New Caledonia, were thus left loose in the 
passage. The sixth prisoner, a ‘man of stron 
build, ‘struggled desperately when re-arrest 
and his captors had great difculty’ in dragging 
him to the door of the passage, ‘They opened it 


. to thrust him in also, and then the-five from 


within rushed in a body to get out. Senior-detec- 
tive Anderson was severely and dangerously 
kicked, and beaten about the head; Grimshaw 
was doubled up by a blow in the abdomen, and 
his leg was jammed between the door and’the, 
wall in thestriggle. After a furious contest the 
overpowered the Frenchmen, drove them back 
into the passage, and again closed the door, 

The police had wow got six desperate and 
maddened men loose jn the passage, and they 
were about to adda seventh when the French- 
men made a renewed attempt to break out. 
They smashed the door open, and again engaged 
in conflict with the police, who armed themselves 
with fragments of the broken door, batons, and 

posed the escape. The 
seventh Frenchman did: not join his comrades, 
because by this time it had occurred, to the 
alice to take the simple precaution of using 
handcuffs, and he had been thus secured. The 
poor.wretches inside the passage were past all 
control, yelling like fiends, defying ,the police 
with their naked fists and fraginents of splintered 
wood. Senior-sergeant Owens inade his appear- 
ance on‘the scene with a isix-chambered re-, 
volver, and after the Frenchmen had been 
duly warned that they would be shot :if they 
attempted to get away, he fired a shot into the 
passage, which did not hit anyone. Meanwhile 
police reinforcements, amounting to about twenty 
men, Came from the: Roma-street barracks and 
the streets, All the entrances to the buildin, 
were securely locked, and two constables arm 
with revolvers placed on guard. The arrange- 
ments being complete, the large body of police 
which had assembled rushed the six men,’ who 
fought long and desperately, kicking, striking, and 
biting their captors, ‘They were in a terrible 
state, and some covered with blood when finally 
secured, One man who was choking with the. 
blood that. pourcd from his head was put under 
the tap, Ultimately the prisoners were secured: 
in separate cells, and placed under the guard of 
the police. :
